a thin dense layer encasing the core, the thin dense layer being positioned 
at a radial distance outside a centroid radius of the golf ball, and having; 
an inner diameter of at least about 38.4mm, 
a specific gravity of greater than about 1 .27, and 
a thickness from about 0.025mm to about 1 .27mm; and 
a cover encasing the thin dense layer. 

Claim 15. The golf ball of claim 1, wherein the reactive co-agent is about 0 phr.
